WINNIPEG BASEBALL 
STADIUM 

The home of the Winnipeg 
Goldeyes Baseball Club. The 
ball park has a seating cap¬ 
acity of 7,000, and adjoins 
the football stadium, home 
of the Winnipeg Blue Bomb¬ 
ers Rugby Football Club. 


WINNIPEG ARENA 
The newest sports arena in 
Western Canada, opened 
in October, 1955. The 
home of the Winnipeg 
Warriors Hockey Club. 
Seating capacity for 8,793 
—with standing room for 
1,500 fans. 


WINNIPEG ZOO 
Located in As?iniboine Park, 
largest of Winnipeg's beau¬ 
ty spots, five miles west of 
Winnipeg's City Hall. The 
Conservatory and Palm 
House and the English 
flower garden are favourite 
points of call. 


FORT GARRY GATE 
Opposite the C.N.R. 
station, behind the Fort 
Garry Hotel. This is part 
of the stone fort re-built in 
1835, the original wooden 
fort being washed away by 
Spring floods in 1826. 


COUNTESS OF DUFFERIN 


First locomotive in Western 
Canada . . . built for the 
Great Northern Railway in 
1872, and brought to 
Winnipeg by Red 
barge from Fargo, 

Dakota, on October 9, 1877. 


LOWER FORT GARRY 

Built in 1839 from stone 
quarried from the banks of 
the Red River. Until 1911 it 
was operated as Fur Trade 
centre for all of western 
and Central Canada. Now 
preserved as monument to 
pioneer settlers of the Red 
River Valley. 


GOLF COURSES 
Golf ranks first in popularity 
among Winnipeg residents. 
City and environs boast 
12 excellent courses, 2 of 
them civic owned and open 
to the public. 


ASSINIBOIA DOWNS 
Canada's newest race track, 
located on the western out¬ 
skirts of the city, eight 
miles from EATON'S, due 
west on Portage Avenue. 
Completely modern grand¬ 
stand seats five thousand. 


ST. BONIFACE 
BASILICA 

Built on the site of the 
West's first Roman Catholic 
Church. This is the church 
noted in the poem by 
James Greenleaf Whittier, 
"The Red River Voyageur". 


LEGISLATIVE

Broadway Avenue 
Seat of Provincial Govern¬ 
ment, this architectural 
highlight among public 
buildings in Canada fea¬ 
tures the world-renowned 
Tyndall stone. Atop the 
dome is the famed Golden 
Boy. 


ROSS HOUSE 


Winnipeg's first Post Office 
—restored and located in 
the Parking Lot on Higgins 
Avenue, opposite the 
C.P.R. station. 


AUDITORIUM 
One of the finest Audi¬ 
toriums in Western Canada 
and home of the largest 
Musical Festival in the 
Ith. Opened in 
it has a seating 
capacity for 4,200 in the 
Main Hall.
